At this time of year, the sun is at the lowest point of its apparent path through 
the, sky, Soon it will reverse its journey towards the southern horizon and again 
climb higher in the heavens* To the ancient peoples of" the northern temperate zone, 
where our civilization originated, this return of the sun was a time of great hope. 
When the sun passed the solstice, and again stood higher, and higher at successive 
noontimes, it was a sign of hope that the warm days of spring would again return* 

Inevitably, a religious significance was given to this time of the year when 
the sun is "reborn"* The peoples who regarded the sun as a god celebrated the 
birth of the god* The somewhat more sophisticated cultures who envisaged the hea- 
vens as a huge turning wheel called this time "The Feast of the iheel", as the sun 
slowly began turning back towards the north. The celebration of this holiday with 
a great feast had a practical aspect, too; it was the time to slaughter all the 
livestock for which there was not grain enough to last out the winter. 

Different cultures "ascribed, and continue to ascribe, different interpreta- 
tions to this festival -whose roots are fixed so deeply in the nature of sun-loving 
man. The ancient Persians celebrated this feast as the birthday of Mithra, the son 
and champion of the great god Ahuramazda, and god of the sun. For the Romans it 
was the Saturnalia, in memory of the reign of Good King Saturnus, in the northern 
nations, which most of all treasured the return of the sun, it was called Yule or 
Hogmanay* . The Jews celebrate this season as GhanuKah, in memory of the days when 
the Makabi family overthrew the tyranny of the intiochid dynasty. For Christians 
it marks the birth of God as a man. 

But, before and beyond the meaning that particular religions give to the sea- 
son, it remains the Feast of the Tfheel, when the northern face of the Earth again 
begins. to turn towards the suh, and a promise is made which is fulf illefl in the 
springtime. It is a holiday which belongs to .all men, with or without religion, 
and it is as such a secular holiday that it is celebrated in our secular nation. 

The gift-giving, the feasts, the family reunions are no part of any reli- 
gious doctrine. They are the spontaneous and ancient reaction of mankind to this 
season cf hope. The traditional giving of presents is ;an expression of this re- 
action. Mankind has long known that it is not merely "more blessed to give than 
receive" in an abstract spiritual sense, but it also feels better! ihat is more 
natural than to mark a holiday by indulging one's generosity? ' 

So, to all readers of GRAIBTARK, a very happy holiday season and a New Year 
of peace and happiness.

WAR GAMES AID THE GAME OF WAR 

This editorial is the first of a series of three which will appear 
in GRAUSTARKs #14.6, #147, and #148. These editorials will explore the 
following points: "Whether war is desirable and/or necessary; what stfeps 
nay be taken to end it; in what danger the~world presently stands of x«r; 
war viewed as a gamej and the appropriateiaess of discussion of war in a 
war games bulletin. 

I. The Idea of War 

' "Wars do not break our automatically; they start in the minds'bf " 
men, and man must commit himself to champion the soundness and value of 
alternative solutions. We have abandoned other outmoded concepts in 
other centuries that 'were just as firmly rooted in mants experience": 
slavery, "for example, or feudalism, human sacrifice and the divine right 
of kings. It is becoming increasingly clear that war itself "carries "no 
fruits of victory' and that all parties'" suffer in the disaster." - Dr. 
Andrew W, Cordier, former Assistant Secretary General of the United 
Nations, 30 November 1967 

War is one of the most ancient of human institutions. In the past 5,000 years, 
according to the best historical evidence available to the Fund for Education in World- 
Order, there have been 14,513 wars. Over this period, which encompasses most of the 
course of human civilization} every fourth human being "has been a war casualty. No 
disease, no natural disaster, no sort of accident, no other crime, bits begun to approach 
the -appalling toll of war in life, property, and the intangibles which go to make up 
civilized existence. 

In fact, what is war? It is the "sum total of millions of acts, each of which in- " 
dividually is regarded as a most heinous crime by the standards of any civilized society. 
The most vicious criminals in human history - Sawney Bean, Gilles de Retz, Elizabeth 
Brownrigg, Henri Iandru, Aleister Crowley, Lawrence Rainey - have not killed as many as 
have men highly honored in history as military leaders. In fact, the crimes of de Retz 
are sometimes regarded as being offset in part by his record as a military man, when in 
fact he would have been a most notable killer had he never enticed a boy into "those dun- 
geons beneath his castle, Nor have the" "greatest thieves and arsonists destroyed a tithe 
of the property which perishes in warfare. And the bloodiest and most extreme revolu- 
tions xjhich history records have not killed a fraction of the numbers who die in even 
the shortest wars ~- though in several cases, such as the French Revolution of 1789, it 
is difficult to distinguish between the revolution and the war into which it led. 

This historical view, combined with the fact that the technical aspects" of warfare 
have reached in recent years a state in which the " exbeimination of humanity is literally 
possible, makes the ending "of war the first order of business for the human race. At 
this stage there can be no point to distinguishing "betxjeen "just" and "unjust" wars, be- 
tween "wars of aggression" and "wars 6f national defense". These "terms have become per- 
verted beyond any recognizable meaning, and a man killed in one kind of war is just as 
dead as a man killed in another kind. 

At this point the opponent of war should not let himself get involved in histori- 
cal questions beginning with the words "what would you have done wheni.." No human 
agency can prevent World War II from breaking out. The task" now is to stop all existing 
wars, and to prevent further wars. This holds for the American invasion of Vietnam, ' che 
Egyptian invasion of Yemen, the Israeli-Arab confrontation, the Greco-Turkish crisis, 
and all other situations of danger, '"".■"."'. ' 

The urgent necessity to stop war may conflict x-dth other values, and so "people 
should be made to "See clearly how the prevention of war has a .higher priority. In this 
connection the question which poses the greatest "soul-searching for the resident of a 
democracy is ' "Should the advocacy of war 'be permitted?" A negative answer "to this ques- 
tion conflicts 'at first "glance with deeply held convictions about freedom of speech, the 
press, opinion, and association. The idea that the expression of some opinion, the advo- 
cacy of some course of action, be prohibited is one which does not come easily to an

American - nor should/ it. Very strong reasons must.be a vanced for giving a negative 
answer to this question.. " " ■"."..-"■ 

Yet there are already some .topics whose advocacy is prohibited. 'Several states, 
including Illinois, prohibit the dissemination of propaganda which slanders or libels 
an ethnic "group, These "group libel" laws were upheld as constitutional by the U. S, " 
Supreme Court in 1952, in the case of Illinois vs. Beauharnais* There is a ' long history 
of civil turmoil and criminal acts directly attributable to such propaganda, and "a , 
"group libel" law is one of several ways in which this problem, should be met. Nor is 
there a civil libertarian "anywhere in the .world who'would defend, on the grounds of 
freedom of speech and association, the association of a group of men to rob a bank, and 
their attempts to recruit others "into this group. " ; 

Nor can freedom of speech cover incitement to riot an "circumstances where there is 
an immediate. Specific danger of a specific riot, (This also has been upheld by the U. S. 
Supreme Gourt, in "New York vs. "Feiner, 1951.) But 'if incitement to riot is. hot protec- 
ted then, a f ortiori f neither is incitement to war. . " 

Of course', such a ruling "should be enforced with care. There is no need .to yank 
the volumes of 'von Treitschke or Quinton out of the depths of libraries and -burn them; no 
one was ever incited to march off to war by" something he dug up in a dusty volume dec- 
ades old. . But specific "advocacy of specific wars, and of specific warlike acts, should 
come under "this heading. "Let's drop a H-bomb on Moscow,'' spoken by a 'Onion Square 
crackpot., is beneath notice as incitement. But "Let's lob a few, more mortar rounds" into 
that village ovsd there," is a direct incitement to a vicious crime. "In civil society 
men have been hanged for such, words, even thoiigh they themselves did not. pull the fatal 
trigger. ._...'/ ; . - • : , 

In their efforts against war, pacifists "have taken what are commonly regarded as ' 
e;roreme measures, Yet no pacifist action, accomplished,, planned, or wildly conjectured, 
causes the damage and' death brought about by an- average day of a "limited war' like" the 
oh'-.. "in. ; Vietnam. There is something grossly twisted in the mind of a person who accepts 
war as a necessary and unavoidable part of life, and yet gets angered by a peace demon-" 
ntration which" blocks the streets, breaks a -window, or shrieks calumny upon the. sex life 
of. a President. " . ' 

A lover of war might say, ''I would rather die in war 'than live under a system ob- 
jectionable to me." He has every right to" make this decision for himself, 'He "has "no 
right to make this decision for his neighbors, his nation, any other nation, civiliza- 
tion, or humanity. And people who might be affected by his determination "have every 
right to protect themselves against his attempts to get them all killed with him. 
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In the spirit of -Christmas conciliation, the
